Cups of fra- 
grant Chinese tea and a^liscussion about th« 
French-Chinese difficulty occupied their en- 
tire attention. 

"By Jove, sir," said Captain Davis, the rod 
bearded gentleman and the commanding offi- 
cer of the Pembrokeshire, turning to the re- 
porter, "the Freuch are out of their reckoning 
if they imagine that they ure going to beat 
the Chinese. They may have bigger guns, bet- 
ter officers and more powder and ball, but 
I'm blowed if they have as much pluck or are 
half as well able to fight aa the Chinese. I 
have twenty-one Chinese firemen on board of 
this vessel and I'll back them to wallop twenty- 
one Frenchmen any day in the week. Maybe 
- believo me, but its Oosjwl truth aU 
that the Chinese have muscles and 
sinews like iron and are able to work hard 
from dawn to sunset with the thermooieter 
100 degrees. I'd like to see the Frenchmea

DIED OF YELLOW FEVER 



A Sailor Falls a Victim of the Die- 
ease in New York, 

Who, the Doctors Hope, Contracted 
the Dlssase at a Southern Port- 
Greatest Precaution Taken to 



New York, Aug. 31.— A positive and un- 
mistakable case of yellow fever was discov- 
ered in this city on Wednesday morning. The 
patient a sailor, whose name sad residence 
are unknown, died in the New York Hos- 
pital as was first supposed of typhoid fever, 
but later an autojwy lieing made, Dr. Pea- 
body pronounced it a case of yellow fever 
with all the post mortem evidences of the dis- 
ease in the organs. 

A policeman attached to the Onk Street 
Station found a man wandering in the neigh- 
borhood of Cherry and New Chamber streets 
Tuesday. The man was muttering incoher- 
ently and acted as if he was drunk. Catching 
his arm the policeman led him to a street 
lamp, and there he noticed that his face was

The 
external np|jenrance of the body indicated 
the unmistakable signs of the dreaded dis- 
ease. The yellow spots were clearly visible, 
and there was no further reason for doubt. 
The clothes worn by the dead man, consisting 
of a pair of trousers, shirt and shoes, were 
placed in a disinfecting bath and the room 
occupied was thoronrhly fumigated and 
gloasd A death certificate ascribing the 
cause to yellow fever was made out and sent 
to tin- Board Of Health.

CREDIT OF THE W ORLD. 
Iinopili of Report* from American 



Washinoton, Aug. 81.— The Board of 
Trade of Bc'ranton, Pennsylvania, having re- 
r .•nt l_v represented to the Department of suite 
/hat report* on the ayatenia of credit which 
prevail in the several countries of the world 
would be greatly appreciated by the financial 
and industrial interest* of the United States, 
•he Consul* of the United State* were re- 
quested to prepare report* on that subject, 
fheae report* have been received at the State 
Department and published. Following are 
•omleimed statement* from the principal 
'.insulate*: 

I 'ousul O-eneral Steams, at Montreal, Can- 
ada, says: "The experience of merchant* and 
trader* in this city and throughout the De- 
nt nion has been that the credit system is of 
great assistance in developing and sustaining 
all business enterprises. The average allow- 
ance to cash buyers, taking business all 
through. la five per cent, discount, thirty 
lays being considered cash." 

David H. Strother, Consul General at the 
City of Mexico, says: "Nearly all the great 
mercantile house* in Mexioo city and State 
sell largely on credit* of from four, six to 
light months, and often for longer periods." 

Consul Morrell, at San Jose, Costa Rica, 
says: "Until lately importers obtained all the 
gixxls asked for in Europe on credits from six 
to twelve months, especially if the debtors 
agreed to consign coffee in payment in lieu of 
remitting bills, but several heavy failures of 
importers having occurred European credit* 
have been greatly restricted." 

Consul General Andrews, at Rio Janeiro, 
says: "The long credit system of this coun- 
try is a subject of frequent complaint in all 
business circles." 

The reisjrt from Buenos Ayres says that 
about .even-eighths of the busines* is dons on 
credit in the Argentine Kedhblic. 
The report* from the Continent of Eu» pe 
ery lengthy. Consul Orinnel at B» id- 
says in part: "Credit in the wholi*ale 
h prevails to a very great extent in pro- 
portion to the volume of business which is 
transacted, varying in time from one to six 
months, the retail business lieing conducted 
mostly for cash and to a considerable extent 
by co-ojx>rattve 'stores. Interest is also 
usually demanded on overdue accounts, the 
time allowed for payment being sjiecillod on 
the btU heads." 

Consul Shaw, of Manchester, says: "Bor- 
rowers who can show that they have made 
"a good thing 1 by buying in a rising market 
lire trust e l the more freely on that account." 

Consul Piatt, at Cortc, Ireland, says: 
"Without credit this community, being al- 
most entirely agricultural, could not exist, as 
the whole commercial structure* rests on the 
produce of the land, and the tillers are gener- 
ally poor, owing, as many claim, to the op- 
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end of the three mouths; but every trade <j 
manufacture has it* own terms. 

Consul Harper, of Munich, says: "Ger- 
many is not rich enough to do without credit. 
The credits are here longer than in France of 
England." 

Consul General Bremer, at Berlin, says: 
•The psmsnfgl of bottom done on credit is 
undoubtedly large." 

At Dresden: "Credit in the wholesale 
trade is absolutely necessary to stimulate and 
encourage business, and manufacturers are 
f jrced and obliged to extend long and often 
risky credits, as competition is so sharp among

•verted from canal to railway transportation 
the Government has decided to immediately 
commence deepening the Wellaud Caual 
from a depth of twelve to fourteen feet, that 
it may be uniform with other St. Lawrence 
canals, and allow vessels to pass down 
to salt water without lightening cargo. 
Dredging will have to be done at 
Summit, but for the greater part of the dis- 
tance' the object will be accomplished by 
raising the walls of the present canal The 
whole work of increasing the depth will cost 
about *1,(XJ0,000, of which #250,000 was voted 
ot lost session, and is, therefore, available. 
The remaining #750,000 Parliament will be 
asked to vote at the next session. It is be- 
lieved that the work can be carried on with- 
out interfering with navigation, and that all 
Improvements will be completed by the 1st 
of July, 1880. Outlying provinces have 
strongly opposed any further outlay on 
canals, but iu order to retain trade, which 
was fast finding transport almost entirely by 
railways, the Government took the responsi- 
bility of expending money required for im- 
provements al>out to lie curried out.
